statistics on the improvements re- 
sulting from competition in the 
'ono-variety community" contests. 
W. J. Greene of the Farm Se- 
curity Administration 
In Dallas 
was the second speaker and had 
as a topic "Meeting 
Changing 
Conditions In Farming" 
Among 


the changes enumerated by the 
speaker were loss of foreign and 
domestic markets, 
lowered In- 
comes, rapid development of sub- 
stitutes for farm products, loss 
of 
soil and 
fertility, Increased 


farm mechanization and Its re- 
sulting problems, and 
changed 


credit conditions. 
In offering possible solutions of 
the troubles,' Mr. Greene suggest- 
ed farmers should raise 
only 
marketable products 
In -quanti- 
ties needed, and the adoption of 
the recognized balanced program 
of farming which "included llvinj 
at home, better soil and water 
conservation, 
and 
establishment 


of greater varieties of farm In- 
come through 
production 
of 
livestock, poultry, and dairy pro- 
ducts. 
He also suggested pos- 
sible Income from pulp wood, and 
other farm crops.

of his organization

tenant farmers after 
asserting 
this was one of the principal 
problems to be solved In agricul- 
ture—the increasing number of 
tenant farmers rather than land 
owners. 
Trench Silos. 
The concluding speaker of the 
morning session was E. R. Eudaly 
dairy specialist for the extension 
service of Texas A', and M. Col- 
lege, who talked on "Importance 
of Trench Silos In Sound Farm- 
Ing." 
Discussing present condi- 
tions, Mr. Eudaly said they wore 
nothing new, but there were a few 
things that could be done about 
the business. 
Taking up some of the suggest- 


ed means of augmenting farm In- 
comes, the speaker went over the 
list of hindrances to such a pro- 
gram and some of the complaints 
Usually registered in connection 
with them.. He stated the only 
way livestock and poultry and 
products could be marketed and 
income Increased was through the 
lowering of the cost of produc- 
tion. He declared that grass was 
the creapest and handiest feed

also vitamin A. He urged that 
some of the good land diverted 
from cultivation under the pres- 
ent, program be devoted to tho 
creation of permanent pastures 
asserting a greater income would 
come from such pastures than 
from crops. 
Much Peed Lost. 
As 'Feed insurance" and as 
auxiliary supplies when grass was 
not available, Mr. Eudaly propos- 
ed trench silos as the most eco- 
nomical and safest .means of hav- 
ing a perpetual feed supply, He 
declared more feed was lost in 
Navarro county each year through 
Improper methods of keeping than 
was fed to stock or used. He In- 
sisted trench silos had been 
In 
use more than 4,000 years and 
they were not now—"Just new to 
us"; he asserted they could be 
easily constructed and would work 
on any type of soil and under 
any conditions.

TEXAS SOLONS ARE 


ASKING AID MEXICO 
BOLL WORM PROBLEM 


WASHINGTON, March 
1.—(IPt— 
Senator Connally and Representa- 
tive Kleberg, Texas democrats, pro- 
posed today negotiations be car- 
ried on with Mexico in an effort to 
eradicate pink boll worm infesta- 
tion. 


They Introduced resolutions In the 
senate and house directing tho sec- 
retary of agriculture, with the as- 
sistance of the secretary of state, 
to discuss with Mexican govern- 
ment officials plans for eradicating 
or controlling Infestation. 


Described by bureau of entomol- 
ogy officials as probably the most 
destructive of all cotton pests, the 
pink Boll worm entered this coun- 
try from Mexico and now Infests 
some 300,000 acres In Texas, large- 
ly In the Rio Grande .valley. 
The resolutions also would direct 
the secretary of agriculture to car- 
ry on whatever negotiations are 
necessary with officials of the vari- 
ous states concerned with tho prob- 
lem in order to make more ef- 
fective an eradication program, 
and to submit to congress by Jan- 
uary 10, 1940, a report on progress 
of discussions and plans mado up 
to that time with state officials and 
the Mexican government. 
Traces of the boll worm Infesta- 
tion also have been found in New 
Mexico and Arizona.

The black smoke appeared at 
12:18 p. m. (5:18 a. m. CST) and 
still was trickling faintly out of 
the chimney five minutes later. 


A crowd of approximately 30,- 


000 In St. Peters' square raised 
the cry "There It Is" when the 
smoke appeared. 


The balloting began at 10 a. 
m. (3 a. m. CST). Vatican pre- 
lates estimated the first 
ballot 


was concluded at 11 a. m. and the 
second ballot was taken immedi- 
ately. 
The Vatican's radio spokesmen 
said formalities 
probably 
were 
proceeding slowly because most 
of the Cardinals never before had 
attended a conclave— having been 
elevated, to their rank by Plus 
XLBefore 8 a. m., attendants with

state to succeed Pletro Cardinal 
Gasparri who had retired because 
of age.

AUSTIN, March 1.—(*) 
' .—The Supreme Court to- 


day invalidated the major 
part of injunctions which 
State Police had interpret- 


» ed as preventing them from 


enforcing 
the 
load 
limit 


law against trucks frtm the 
Rio Grande valley. 
The opinion pointed out that li- 
cense and weight Inspectors of tho 
state public safety department are 
supposed to enforce tho 7,000 pound 
limit law and stated that a Judge 
has no power "to supervise an of- 
ficer In the discharge of his of- 
ficial duties." 
Tho powers of other officers re- 
lating to halting of trucks are llm- 
' Ited, the supreme tribunal said, and 
the court has the right to see that 
such limitations are observed. 
Enforcement of the law against 
large shipments of Rio Grande Val- 
ley grapefruit had been at a stand- 
still since Issuance more than two 
weeks ago of tho Injunctions, ono 
of which was by District 
Judge 
Brycc Ferguson of Edinbure and 
the other by Judge Fountain Klrby 
of Groesbeck. 
The Rio Grande Valley Grapefruit 
; shipping season is at Its peak in 
1 February and March. 
Growers

Do Not Share Belief.

sincere In the belief he had not ex 
ceeded the bounds of his authority 
but "we do not share his belief. 
"In our opinion,"

stated, "he clearly exceeded his au 
thorlty, and his order, In so far as 
it applied to the license and weigh 
Inspectors, was and Is void."

Friends 
said Vice President Garner shared 


this view. 


One senator told reporters he 
had Information that Mr. Roose- 
velt was little concerned by the 
Holt proposal, and that he would 
not urge his capltol lieutenants 
to oppose it.

INCREASING STOCKS CRUDE OIL 


AND GASOLINE ARE BEGINNING 


TO WORRY NATION'S OIL MEN 


By ALFRED WALL 
TULSA, Okla., March 
1.—(If)— 
Wherever oil men gather these 
days there Is worry that mounts In 
direct proportion to continuing In- 
creases in the nation's stocks of 
crude petroleum and gasoline. 


Advance estimates are in agree- 
ment that the summer of 1939, 
what with two world's fairs to in- 
spire long treks by millions of mot- 
orists and with general business 
showing a revival, should bring 
an unprecedented peak in consump- 
tion. 
But what profit will there be In 
that immense gallonage, reflnera 
were asking themselves, if an un- 
economic national gasoline Inven- 
tory keeps prices down to a point 
where a refinery barely can break 
even? 


And, 
chimed In the crude men, 
how can we have a' profitable price 
if gasoline stays at Its present 
level, and how can wo cut back the 
flow piling up crude stocks above 
ground? 
Today the best estimates were 
that gasoline inventories totaled 
83,075,000 barrels Feb. 11 which 
was more than 1,000,000 barrels 
higher than the level set by oil 
economists as a correct status for 
March 31. Crude stocks as of Feb- 
ruary 18 wero up again, totaling 
271,252,000 
barrels, 
considerably 
lower than a year ago, but the fact 
remained that production was in- 
creasing steadily, week after week. 
The bugaboo of federal control 
was right up in the fore again. 
Charles F. Rooser. Fort Worth, 
president of the Independent Pe- 
troleum association of America, 
touched It off with tho declara- 
tion that unless tho industry does 
something about Its problems In a 
year congress would pass laws to 
put the business under federal jur- 
isdiction. 


There were scattered comment 
here that perhaps that might not 
be a bad Idea, things being as they 
are. Most oil men have been op- 
posed bitterly to the idea. 
Marketers 
reported 
gasoline 
prices were holding steady with 
movement fairly good. 
Bad weather caused field work 
to drop off.

over 65 years old and a 1.6 per 
cent transactions tax similar to 
but not identical with that of 
Gov. W. Lee O'Danlels' proposal, 
to Support universal pensions; 
Out of the three, the subcommit- 


tee was ordered to report one 
plan, If necessary 
incorporating 


provisions of all three, for the 
whole committee's consideration. 
The transactions tax 
proposal 


was not discussed but Senators R. 
A. Welnert of Seguln and L. J. 
Sulak of LaFrange explained their 
sales tax suggestions to the com 
mlttee. 
Senator Sulak contended there 


was statewide support of his 2 
per cent sales levy for universal 
pensions.Only Just Solution. 
"Paying pensions to all over 6! 
is the only Just solution ot this 
problem," Sulak- said. "Let's put 
the question to the people. 
It 


would ask them simply 'do you 
want to tax yourselves for pen- 
sions to the old folks?' We ought 
to pay them to all people, whether 
they are citizens or not since ev- 
erybody will bo • taxed for them 
under my plan." 
Sulak estimated the tax would 


return revenues in excess of $30, 
000,000 a year. 
He said the fed 
oral government could match only 
those state funds paid to the 
needy. 
Welnert's proposal, as explained 


by- the author, would tax retail 
sales, with few exceptions, 2 per 
cent and place a similar levy on 
hotel room rent, transportation on 
commercial carriers, amusements 
athletic events, advertising 
and 
brokerage commission.
